For both day and nlgbt mcs- 
snsos an addition of- one-fifth tho rate Is ti bo 
mad'd.for every flvo words or fraction thereof 
in excess of twenty words. For cipher mes- 
sages, luiown as signal sorvico weather re- 
ports, the.rato shall not exceed S cents per 
word over any circuit .established by the 
cliioC., signal service ofllcor of tho army. 
These rates are 'a considerable reduction on 
government rates heretofore 
established.

There is an immense stock of rags ni tho 
conntny, and the time daring which tbe 
importation of 'foreign rags is prohibited 
is not long. The market for woolen, rags 
is very much depressed, prices having 
fallen off fully one-ball since the re. 
duction of the tariff on wool wont into 
effect. A year ago the different grades 
of" woolen ragff ranged from 3J.£ cent! to 
12 cents per pound. To-day the range 
is 1 cent to 5% cents. Cotton rags range 
from 1% to 4 centa per pound— about 
tho same as a year ago. Ordinary mixed 
rags are now worth $1.75 to 81.90 per 100 
pounds. 
With tho market for woolen 


rag& in its present condition, a slight ad- 
vance in the price ot cotton rags might 
take place without materially affecting 
tho price of country miied rags. 
Bags 


are coming in very slowly from the in- 
terior at present, the farmers bsicg so 
fully occupied with agricultural work 
that rag collections'aro slow.
